other voice ſhould have beene heard in our ſtreets, then 
weeping , mourning, and exceeding grcat l1mentation, 
Rachel weeping for her children , and would not be com+ 
forted, becauſe they were not. Thelowderthen the cry 
of our ſorrow ſhould have beene, the lowder oughtthe 
ſhouts of our joy now-to be, God himſclf hath given'the. 
cauſe, that our hearts ſhould be filled with joy , and our 
mouths with laughter. 
Tt is accounted a part of wiſdom to performe, 9pm diet, 
in ae ſuo, the work of this day hath bcene, and of this 
cvening nou is, to repeat aur gratitude, leſt the revoluti-

This phraſe of riſing againſt is firſt uſed of Cain, 
when his brother Abell and he were walkjng together in 
the field, it is ſaid , Gen. 4.” 8. . he roſe up againſt him, 
under which is  obferved the fecrecy and covert'of 
Cains malice. When enmity is ſheltred under the cloak of 
amity, the intended miſchief is more inevitable, therfore 
ſaith the ſweet ſinger of 1ſ#ael, Pſal.y5.12. Had it beene 
mine.enemy, J could have borge it, neither did mine ad- 
verſ>ry cxalt himſclfe againſt mee, for F would have hid 
me from him, but it was-my companion and my familiar: 
and ſuch enemies as theſe cannot 7ſyael eſcape, whilſt a 
ſheepskin can be got fora Wolfe ty maske in: thele like 
Judas come with a kifle in their mouthes, Haile” Maſter, 
and yet carry Treaſon in their hearts, ro deliver him up 
into the hands of his enemies, theſe with Herod wil com- 
mand the Wiſemen to' ſeeke diligently foyChriſt urider 
pretence of worſhip, whoſe intent is to murder him : 
with Herodias will ſalute him with many goodly titles , 
Maſter, wt know that thou 8r1 :rue, but of purpoſe totempt 
him: and with DalJab, pretend all love to Sompſerythat 
ſhe might betray him : And theſe are great troublers of 
the peace of our /ſrael. | Fer)

The Prophet Efay deſcribes them in'Eſaj 59.7. Their 
fect run to-cvill , and they make haſte to ſhed innocent 
bloud, They cannot reſt untill they haye accompliſhed . 
their greedic and malicious deſires, they bind themſclves 
as thoſe:Confpicators againſt Paul, AB8s 23,125 Neither 
to cat or drinke untill they have imbrued their hands in 
bloud. Of ſuch a ravenousdiſpofitionare theſe Cormo- 
- rants,that we may complain as God doth by his Prophet, 
They have caten up my people, as a man would have 
caten bread. ev" 4 3% 
; Thirdly , their furious inclination deſcribed by thoſe 
Elemgnts of Fire and-Water: #.  - hd a 
Their wrath kindled and the waters gone over our fouls... . 
It is obſerved that theſe two Elements are excellent 
Servants, but moſt mercilefle Maſters, when once they 
oct the maſtery, there is no'pity or compaſsion,.they re» 
vercnce not the aged, orpitythe ſuckitg infatir,if broughe 
into their power, they cinoteſtape the flames of the one, 
or avoid the waves of-the gther ; ſuch is the fury of tho 
il-wiſhers tro Gods 1ſreel,nothing but waſting 8 delolati- 
on'is in their paths: Eſay 59.7. Their very breath is ruine, 
the language of their lips like that which Babylen ſpake 
concerning Jeruſalem, Pſsl.137:7. Rafe. it, raſcit, to the 
foundation thereof, every print »f their foot, vaſtation, 
all theirplots & deviſes for thedeſtruftion of. Gods [ſraet, 
Here may you ſurvay: the ftate of Gods Chutch on 
earth, ſubje to the malice of tyrannicall Enemics, en- 
compaſicd with ſuch thornes and bryars, that with Job, 
ſkce ſcarce hath a breathing ſpace left to caſe her _

aſcended Golgoths with his Croſſe , before hee aſcended 
Mount Oliver ro Heaven: ſo muſt we firſt taſte of his bir-

It is worth our obſervation, The time of 7ſraels delive- 
rance, then when they were 1n cxtremity-of danger : rea- 
dy to be ſwallowed up : 
The more grievous the exigent, the more glorious 
the advancement. + 
Mans greateſt extremity, is Godsfitteſt opportunity, 
When the fire was a kindling and the ſulpherous deluge 
prepared in the clouds for Sodoms combuſtion,then is Lox 
{ſnatched out of Sodeme, Look on Moſes horn inthe time 
of Pharaohs bloudy Decree, that every man-child ſhould 
be caſt into the River, Exodw 1.22.the mothers feares that 
the executioners hands would ſucceed the Midwives, 
makes her ſecond throws more violent then the firſt , ſtill 
ſhe expes when ſome cruell Zgyprian ſhould ſnatch her 
tender Infant from her breſt; at lengrh the fearfull parent 
- adventures the Childs life to ſave their own, Exo4.2.3.ſhe 
puts him in a reeden Arke by the rivers brink, what cou!d 
- now be expected bur incvitable death,what hope the babe 
ſhould eſcape being commitred to the unmercitul waves, 
yet there's a God that beholds him, and takes this very 
pinch, the time for his deliverance. The Lord he fo dil- 
oſcth, that atthis time the Tyrants Daughter comes to 
bath her ſclf,theArk offers it ſelf ro her eye,the cry of the 
infant to her care, copalsion leaps intq, her heart,and now 
(ignorantly)ſhe provides the mother to become the nurſe, 
ſhe that could not kcep him before without danger, now

receives him by authority, -bere was deliverance and 
that in ſeaſon : See the extremity of 1ſrael, betwixt the 
Egyptians and the Red Sea ; the Egyptians promiſe them- 
ſelves the vitory, and the 1ſraelares are talking of their 
Graves, Exod.14.11. then comes the God of Iſrael, and 
makes the deep their proteCtion, and the Sea a Gallery,or 
through- fare forthem.

Let this confideration be our ſupporter in the Churches 
greateſt miſeries. I confeſte, it may be with the Church, 
as it was with the Citic wherein the Prophet Elſhe was, 
encompaſſed about with Horſes and Chariots, & a migh- 
ty hoſt, and we like the Prophets man, ready tocry our, 
Alas , what ſhall wee doe Let meeanſwer thee in the 
words of the Prophet, 2 Kngs 6.16.
